For the past month the great corn 


belt region, from Ohio to tae Rocky 
mountains, has been sweltering under 
the torrid rays of a merciless sun, 
which has been burning up the crops 
and causing untold suffering. In Kan- 
sas alone the loss in crops is estimated 
at 8335,000,000 
Phenomenally high 


temperatures prevail and many deaths 
from sunstroke are reported. On Mon- 
day thermometers on the streets of 
Kansas City registered 133 degrees.

thunderstorms, 
the most 
import- 


ant of which, so far as reports to the 
weather bureau show, was at North 
Platte, Neb., where barely eight one- 
hundredths of an inch of rain fell, the 
drouth and intense heat continued to- 
day throughout the states of the corn 
belt 
The maximum 
temperatures 


again averaged over 100 degrees m that 
area, making the thirty-sixth consecu- 
tive day on which the thermometer 
has risen to90 degrees and higher. Gen- 
erally speaking,the temperatures in the 
superheated area are not quite so high 
as yesterday, but such falls as have oc- 
curred have been due entirely to local 
change and not to any general differ- 
ences in atmospheric conditions. 
The 


hot weather also continued in the far 
northwest, Bismarck, N. D., reporting 
a temperature of 106 degrees, breaking 
its record. The area of 100 degrees 
heat swung as far south as Memphis, 
which broke its own record with a 
maximum of 304 degrees 
Aside from 


North Platte a trace of rain was re- 
ported at Des Momes and two one-hun- 
dredths of an inch at Kansas City. 
According to present indications, there 
is no prospect of a heavy ram for the 
next two days at least. Beyond that 
time the officials will not make any 
predictions.

Com IB rractlciilly Kulned In Several 


Western Slate* 


Following is the weather bureau's 


weekly summary of crop conditions: 


Intense heat has prevailed another 


week throughout the states of the 
central valleys and middle Rocky 
mountain region, with only localshow- 
ers over limited scattered areas. Max- 
imum temperatures of 100 degrees or 
above were of daily occurrence over 
more or less of the territory named. 
Under these conditions the drought 
has been greatly intensified and its 
area largely increased 
Missouri, Kan- 


sas, Oklahoma and portions of Nebras- 
ka have suffered most, but the condi- 
tions are now critical from the Lake 
region, Central Ohio valley and Ten- 
nessee, westward to the Middle Rocky 
Mountain region, including the greater 
part of Texas. Portions of the Middle 
and South Atlantic states continue to 
suffer from excessive moisture, but 
very favorable temperatures have been 
experienced in these districts and also 
on the Pacific coast, where the week 
was cooler than usual. 


The outlook for corn is less favorable 


than at the close of the previous week. 
In Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Missouri early corn is particularly ruin- 
ed. With early and abundant rains in 
these states late corn would probably 
make half a crop or less. The condi- 
tion of the crop in Iowa is more favor- 
able than in the before mentioned 
states and copious rains, with moder-

In Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio, Kentucky and Tennessee, more 
particularly the western portions of 
the two last named states, corn is now 
seriously in need of rain. In Illinois 
the crop has not yet sustained great 
damage, but will be materially reduced 
unless the drouth is relieved within a 
week. In the Middle Atlantic states 
the conditions have been highly favora- 
ble for corn and its condition is further 
improved. 


Moisture has done considerable in- 


jury to winter wheat in shock in the 
Middle Atlantic states. 
Harvesting 


continues where unfinishcd.in the more 
northernly sections east of the Rocky 
mountains, and is in general progress 
on the north Pacific coast. 


Spring wheat harvest has begun over 


the southern portion of the spring 
wheat region, where as a result of pre- 
mature ripening the yield and quality 
are much impaired. Over the northern 
portion, where the crop is now ripen- 
ing, its condition continues promising. 


Harvested oats have sulrered some 


injury in shock from moisture in the 
Middle Atlantic states and the unhar- 
vested crop from premature ripening 
in the northwest, while rust has caus- 
ed injury in New York and Pennsylva- 
nia. 
Good yie'ds are reported from 


the Upper Ohio valley.

Abtryland and Pennsylvania Relocating 


Harks 


According to a Baltimore special in 


the New York 'fames the old Mason and 
Dixon line between Maryland and 
Pennsylvania is being resurveyed and 
will soon ba remarked with iron posts. 
This work i? being done under the 
direction of Dr. William B. Clirk, of 
the Maryland geological bureau, and 
Secretary of-Internal Affairs Latta, of 
Pennsylvania 
The Pennsylvania leg- 


islature iu 1889 appropriated 87,000 "to 
repair and reset the monuments on the 
boundary line between this common- 
wealth and the adjacent state of Mary- 
land on the south," and in 1900 the leg- 
islature of Maryland supplied $5,000 to 
aid in the work. 


Mason and Dixon's boundary line, 


which originally was run and marked 
to establish the territory limits of 
Pennsylvania and Maryland, later be- 
came famous as the boundary between 
the free and slave-holding states of the 
north and south. It was according to 
an agreement made in 1733, to run due 
west from Cape genlopen (15 miles 
south of the point now known by that 
name) to the middle of the peninsula of 
the eastern shore, thence northward 
tangent to a circle of 12 miles radius, 
whose center was at New Castle, Del., 
and then due north from the tangent 
point until it reached at parallel of 
latitude 15 miles of the south of the 
southernmost part of 
Philadelphia 


From this point the line was run due 
west. 


Surveyors had already determined 


the position of the "center of the 
peninsula," the north and south line 
and the "tangent point" when Charles 
Mason and Jeremiah Dixon, English 
astronomers and mathematicians, ar- 
rived in Philadelphia in 1763. From 
the time of their arrival until Decem- 
ber, 1767, Mason and Dixon were busy 
locating the "southernmost part of 
Philadelphia," and 
the 
northern 


boundary of Maryland, which they 
surveyed and marked aa far as Dunk- 
ard creek, now in West Virginia, when 
they were stopped by the Indians. 


Along the greater part of the line 


each mile was marked by a stone mon- 
ument, which had the letter "P" en- 
graved or cut on the northern side and 
the letter "M" on the southern side, 
while at each fifth mile there was a 
similar stone known as the "crown 
stone," with the coat-of-arms of the 
Penns cut on the northern face and 
with those of Lord Baltimore on the 
southern. These stones were brought 
from England. 


These monuments, which are to be 


replaced with cast-iron markers, suf- 
fered severely from attacks of vandals 
in the early days of the last century. 
Rapid progress is being made in the 
relocation of the line. 


Judicial Apportionment Bill Approved 
Governor Stone's action on the bills 


left with him at the close of the legis- 
lature has been made public A reduc 
tion of about S3,250,000 has been made 
in the appropriation bills, to keep 
within the estimated state revenues of 
826,500,000 for the next two years. 
Among the bills approved is the Fox 
measure, appropriating $4,000,000 to 
complete the capitol, and 81,000,000 to 
cover the deficiency in the school ap- 
propriation. The judic'al apportion- 
ment bill, increasing the number of 
districts from fifty-four to fifty-six, is 
also approved. The governor vetoes 
the concurrent resolutions providing 
for the publication of 30,000 copies 
each of bulletins on a "course in 
nature st'idy for use in the public 
schools" and "nature reference libra- 
ry," because of insufficient state reve- 
nue. He also vetoes the bill appropriat- 
ing 81,500 to erect a monument to the 
memory of Gen. Samuel Meredith, 
first treasurer of the United States, 
for the same reason.

The local merchants are men above 
reproach. 
They bought their stock 


and sold it as honest men without

by law. 
They had no idea that 


the goods they 
were selling were 


impure. They have done nothing fcr 
which they phould be censured or 
fined. What is worthy of censure is 
the malodorous methods of the pure 
food department. 
Its tactics are

Statn at 76,303,387. 


The Srst half of the final report on 


the population of the United States, is- 
sued by the census bureau, contains 
statistics showing the aggregate POPU- 
lation of the United States, the popu- 
lation by states and territories, the 
density of population, the medium 
point of the centre of population, the 
population of Alaska and the Ha- 
waiian islands, and the population of 
states and territories by minor civil 
divisions, the population of cities hav- 
ing 25,000 inhabitants or more in 1900, 
the percentage of increase of popula- 
tion in such cities, and the population 
of incorporated cities, towns, villages 
and boroughs in the year 1900. 


The other section of the report on 


population will be issued, it is expect- 
ed, some time in September, which 
will place the entire report before the 
public in less than one year since the 
enumeration began and four years 
earlier than has been done by any 
previous census. 


For the purpose of enumeration the 


country was divided into 300 super- 
visor's districts, subdivided into 52,871 
enumeration districts. 
The census 


was considered as being of June 1, 1900, 
and was to be completed in two weeks 
in places of 8,000 or more inhabitants 
at the census of 1890,and in one month 
in rural districts. 


The first returns from the enumera- 


tors were received by the bureau on 
June 15, 1900. An announcement of 
the population of the United States, 
which was needed in connection with 
the reapportionment bill, was made by 
the 
bureau on November 37, 1900, 


which included also an estimate of 14,- 
400 persons in the military and naval 
service of the United States stationed 
abroad, and for which no returns had 
been received. Since that time there 
have been but few changes in the esti- 
mated population, and those principal- 
ly of a minor character, necessitated 
chiefly by corrections due to failures 
by the enumerators. 


The report gives the total population 


of the United States, including Alaska, 
Hawaii, the Indian territory and In- 
dian reservations, as 76,303,387, against 
03,069,750 in 1800.

was affected. On a basis of the cor- 
rected population of 1870 the increase 
for the decade from 1870 to I860 was 86 
per cent., or practically the same rate 
as that during the preceding 10 years. 
From 1880 to 1890 the increase was not 
quite 25 per cent, and from 1890 to 1900 
of nearly 21 per cent. 


Rhode Island, the report says, with 


407 inhabitants to the square mile in 
1900, is the most densely settled state 
in the Union, Massachusetts is next, 
with not quite 349 inhabitants to the 
square mile; New Jersey, the third, 
with 250, and Connecticut fourth, with 
187 inhabitants to the square mile. 
Four other states have more than 100 
inhabitants to the square mile—New 
York, with 152.6; Pennsylvania, with 
140 1; Maryland, with 120.5, and Ohio, 
with 102 inhabitants to the square 
mile. 
Alaska had but one person to 


every 10 square miles in 1900, and Ne- 
vada only four to a like area. Wyom- 
ing had not quite one inhabitant to the 
square mile; Arizona had 1.1; New 
Mexico, 1,6; Montana, 1.8, and ,-Idaho, 
1.9.

the square mile, and Arkansas, with 
24 7 persons. 


Oklahoma shows the largest increase 


in population since 1890 of all the 
states and territories, the percentage 
of increase in that territory being 
407.6 per cent. The next largest per- 
centage of increase was found in the 
Indian territory, with 117.6 per cent. 
The increase in the population of 
Idaho was S3.7 per cent; Montana, 70 3 
per cent; North Dakota, 07.1 per cent, 
and Washington, 45 per cent. Nevada 
was the only state which showed an 
actual increase in its population since

Hawkers and Peddlers 


An act relating to licensing hawkers 


and peddlers in the boroughs and 
townships of this commonwealth was 
recently approved by Governor Stone. 
The act provides that any county treas- 
urer is authorized to issue a license to 
any person to hawk, peddle or sell 
wtthin the county where the license is 
granted clothing, dry goods,_ notions, 
crockery and tinware other than their 
own manufacture. Each person shall 
pay for such yearly license the sum of 
ten dollars when the peddling is done 
on foot and forty dollars where a horse 
and eSrriage or other vehicle is used. 
The act does not apply to persons 
selling goods of their own manufac- 
ture nor to disabled soldiers or marines 
who are unable to procure a livelihood 
by manual labor. 
The penalty for 


not procuring a license is, upon convic- 
tion in the fourt of quarter sessions, a 
fine of not less than 85 or imprisonment 
in the county jail for 'not less than 
three months nor more than one year, 
at the discretion at the court. The act 
does not affect cities of the first, second 
and third e&ss, nor ahy exisflag local 
or special laws now in force.
